The applicants argue: 

One with ordinary skill in the art would not find motivation to combine Lin with Acovic because Acovic and the present invention are 
directed to horizontal transistors, in which the current flow is in a channel underneath the bottom of the trench, whereas Lin is directed to 
a vertical transistor, in which the channel is adjacent to the sidewalls, not underneath the bottom of the trench 

The examiner responds: 

The f atures upon which the applicants rely (i.e., a horizontal transistor comprising a channel underneath the bottom of the trench) are 
not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

On the other hand, Lin and Acovic show very similar semiconductor devices both of which comprise a trenched gate. See, for example, 
figure 12 where Acovic shows that the trenched gate and the source/drain regions have about the same depth. See also col.4/ll.59 and 
col.5/11.59 where Lin shows that the trenched gate and the source/drain lines may have about the same depth with respect to the 
substrate surface. 

All other arguments that the applicants presented in the after-final communication were considered and addressed in previous Office 
actions. 
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
